She said they were folded but in plain view, on a pile of 
books on the corner of a table where they hadn’t been just 
days earlier. ;

She said she was certain the records had not been there 
earlier. “I don’t think I would have missed them,” she said. 

Huber testified the book room was mainly for the 
Clintons and their guests but was accessible to her and 
some other White House aides. The room is next door to 
Mrs. Clinton’s office in the residence. 

Committee chairman Alfonse D’ Amato, who has previ- 
ously rejected calls to ask Mrs. Clinton to testify, said the

iLUEBECK, Germany — A suspicious fire raced through a home for immi- 
ants Thursday, killing at least 10 people, including a woman who desperately 
aped from an upper story while holding a child. Police detained three men 
ispected of setting the fire. 

Four children were killed and 35 people hurt in the fire which, if deliberate, 
ould be Germany’s deadliest anti-foreigner attack since World War II. 

Three men were being investigated on suspicion of murder and arson, but 
ithorities had not confirmed the cause of the fire. Luebeck prosecutor 
ichael Boeckenhauer said the fire started simultaneously in several places, 
dicating arson. 

The three suspects were between 17 and 36, Boeckenhauer said. All had 
lolice records, though not for right-wing crimes, he said. 

Luebeck has seen right-wing violence in the past. Young neo-Nazis fire- 
ombed the city’s synagogue on the 1994 Jewish holiday of Passover. 

The number of attacks has dropped since a peak in 1993, however, since 
erman authorities have arrested hundreds of neo-Nazis, banned several 
roups and infiltrated the movement. 


POW-release date arrives today for Bosnia | 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — On his first visit to Bosnia since the 
igning of the Balkan peace accord he helped deliver, a top U.S. envoy urged 
lhe government Thursday to meet a looming deadline for releasing prisons of 
ar. 

Richard C. Holbrooke, assistant secretary of state for Europe, pressured 
Bosnian leaders to agree to free POWs by today’s deadline set in the peace 
nccord signed last month in Paris. The Muslim-led government has refused to 
surrender its prisons until rebel Serbs account for about 20,000 people the gov- 
ernment lists as missing. Most Bosnians believe those people are dead. 

’ The release of about 900 POWs is the pact’s first milestone, along with the 
ithdrawal of factions from front lines to create a 2. 1/2-mile buffer zone. The 
troop pullback appears to be proceeding well toward today’s deadline, but fail- 
re to swap prisoners could overshadow that success.

There was no attempt to hide them, 

she said. “If we had found these docu- 
ments two years ago we would have 
turned them over, no question.” 
_ The records detail Mrs. Clinton’s 
legal work in the mid-1980s for an 
Arkansas savings and loan owned by 
the first family’s Whitewater business 
partner. 

At the time Huber found the billing 
records, criminal prosecutors and 
government regulators had subpoenas 
dating back two years for them. The 
White House had contended they 
could not be found, and that the origi- 
nals had disappeared from Mrs. 
Clinton’s law firm. 

Even after Huber found the records, 
they were not turned over for an addi- 
tional five months because she put 
them in a box and forgot about them 
until she reopened the box this month, 
she said. 

When asked whether she believed 
someone had left the records deliber- 
ately, Huber answered, “Someone 
did.” But when pressed whether she 
believed the president or Mrs. Clinton 
had left them, she added: “I just did 
not know who left them there.” 
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Huber, who worked for Mrs. 
Clinton’s Arkansas law firm before 
coming to Washington, said when she 
found the folded records in August 
1995 she recognized that they 
appeared something like law-firm 
billing records. 

She said she did not unfold them, 
putting them instead‘in a box that she 
took to her office. 

When she reopened the box in 
January, she said she looked at the 
records for the first time and realized 
they were the ones that had been sub- 
poenaed. 

She said she immediately called the 
president’s lawyer, David Kendall, to 
inform him. Days later, the records 
were turned over to the investigators.

Dzhokhar) Dudayev a sound lesson, 
and now it is necessary to deliver 
strikes on Dudayev’s strongholds ... to 
put an end to terrorism on Russian 
soil,” Yeltsin said. 

Saying they had given up hope of 
saving more hostages. the Russians 
stepped up their bombardment of 
Pervomayskaya on Wednesday, seem- 
ingly intent on destroying it. 

But Yeltsin said 82 of the hostages 
had been rescued by Thursday after- 
noon, and that 18 hostages were still 
missing but “must be presumed alive.” 

Yeltsin said 26 Russian troops and 
all of the rebels were killed “unless 
some are hiding underground.” The 
Interfax news agency reported that the 
bodies of 153 rebels were found in 
and around Pervomayskaya and 28 
gunmen were taken prisoner. 

A hostage who escaped on Thursday 
told the ITAR-Tass news agency that 
he had been forced to bury killed 
rebels. “There were a lot of them,” Ali 
Aliyev said.

BYU had to overcome travel fatigue 
and good defense by the Cowboys to 
pull off the win. 

“Our travel situation from Hawaii 
just wasn’t very conducive,’ Coach 
Roger Reid said after the game. “We 
came out lethargic. (The Cowboys) 
played harder than we did, they came 
out with a little more enthusiasm.” 
The Cougars switched up’ some 
defenses in the last seven minutes. of 
the first half to slow the Cowboys 
who took an early 29-18 lead. 

Roberts seemed to have forgotten 
the long plane ride, and was the only 
BYU player to score until Justin 
Weidauer contributed just about eight 
minutes into the first half. 

The Cowboys controlled everything 
in the first half (except Roberts) with 
the “Boys shooting 51.5 percent, and 
BYU shooting about 45. percent. The 
20,181 fans didn’t have much to say 
until the last couple minutes of the 
half: 

The Cougars gained momentum 
with a dunk. from Roberts and then 
tied the Cowboys at 39 with a free 
throw from Bryon Ruffner with just 
about a minute left in the first half. 
fodd Christensen sealed the first half 
lead for BYU with a defense-splitting 
lay-up with 26 seconds left, to bring 
the first half total to 41-39. 

BYU started the first six minutes of 
the second half with better execution 
to increase the lead to seven. 
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“We didn’t have a lot of break- 
downs, and we didn’t have to go to a 
lot of plays. We could just execute 
our motion offense and got some 
good shots out of it,’ coach Reid said. 

Weidauer was a great support to the 
team by scoring I1 points in the sec- 
ond half to end with a total of 17 
points and 7 rebounds. 

“We knew what we had to do, we 
were excited to be here, but I don’t 
think we were mentally prepared,” 
Weidauer said. 

BYU’s defense in the second half 
held Wyoming to just 41.9 percent 
shooting, while the Cougars increased 
to 57.7 percent shooting. 

One constant for the Cougars was 
the play of Kenneth Roberts who 
ended with his best game of the sea- 
son. He was only two points short of 
his career best performance of 34 
points against Utah last season. He 
finished the night with 32 points and 
10 rebounds. 


“It’s a good thing when teammates 
know who’s feeling good about their

Roberts said. 

Coach Reid didn’t hold back his 
praise for the co-captain Roberts. 

“This might be his best game

Among those recognized at the cele- 
bration were some of BYU-Hawaii’s 
original service missionaries and fac- 
ulty members. They were honored for 
their hard work and commitment that 
made it possible for present BYU- 
Hawaii students to receive an educa- 
tion. 

The university opened in Fall 1955 
as a junior college called the Church 
College of Hawaii. Ninety-five of the 
original 153 students were from the 
island of Oahu. 

The first campus buildings were 
temporary while service missionaries 
constructed permanent buildings, said 
Duff Tittle, media relations director. 
These first classrooms consisted of a 
few scattered army barracks with sand 
floors and government-issued desks 
and chairs. Just 20 faculty members 
were on hand to teach. 

The college grew to a four-year 
undergraduate institution and was 
renamed Brigham Young University 
— Hawaii. 

Other buildings — dormitories, fac- 
ulty housing, a student campus center, 


the Cannon Activities Center — were 
added over the years. 

After four decades, BYU-Hawaii is 
a liberal arts and sciences university 
offering undergraduate degrees in 29 
programs. 

The university serves more than 
2,000 students representing 48 states 
and over 60 countries on six conti- 
nents including Croatia, New 
Caledonia, Zimbabwe and numerous 
Pacific islands. 

“As a university, we have been for- 
tunate to advance the quality of our 
academic curriculum in a relatively 
short time frame,” Shumway said. 

“And yet, over the next few years we 
are planning to significantly upgrade 
our existing facilities, while adding 
several essential buildings to further 
enhance the quality of education at 
BYU-Hawaii.” 

The university was also the impetus 
for the establishment of the world- 
famous Polynesian Cultural Center. 

Now in its 33rd year, the cultural 
center plays an integral role in BYU- 
Hawaii’s success, employing more 
than 26,000 students and contributing 
more than $105 million to help fund 
their education. 


“The McKay Foyer is going to be an 
excellent source of information for 
Hawaii’s residents and visitors to 
come learn about Laie and its unique 
relationship with the university and 
the LDS Church,’ said Eric 
Shumway, president of BYU-Hawaii. 
“T believe visitors will be pleased with 
the quality of the artifacts and exhibits 
they find reflecting Laie’s rich history 
and culture.” 

McKay Foyer visitors will be greet- 
ed by LDS missionaries who will 
answer questions and conduct guided 
tours. 

Through photographs, printed words 
and physical exhibits, visitors will see 
the progression of BYU-Hawaii from 
its earliest days when army barracks 
were used for classrooms to its cur- 
rent standing as a first-rate undergrad- 
uate institution. 

The exhibit in the foyer also features 
rare findings donated by the commu- 
nity such as artifacts collected from 
Princess Kaiulani, a letter by King 
Kalakaua to the mayor of Salt Lake 
City and other cultural exhibits. 

BYU-Hawaii plans to change the 
foyer displays periodically to take 
advantage of the university’s impres- 
sive collection of exhibits and arti- 
facts.

ASHINGTON — Deadlocked 
ith Republicans over a balanced 
dget, President Clinton will con- 
ont a hostile Congress when he 
Hlivers his State of the Union address 
iesday. His election-year message:

The speech will open Clinton’s 1996 
impaign and preview the themes he 
ill throw against his Republican 
val. 

The budget battle will loom over 
‘inton’s address, which comes just 
ree days before the expiration of a 
bmporary measure keeping much of 
e government open. However, presi- 
ential spokesman Mike McCurry 
aid the budget won’t be Clinton’s 
rimary focus. 

“In a sense, he will make the budget 
ight seem puny by talking about the 
hings that have a much more direct 
mpact on the lives of Americans,” 
McCurry said. 

Most agree it would be futile for 
linton to-ask the Republican 
Songress to approve a lengthy list of 
nitiatives. 

Still, he is expected to offer ideas 
lealing with the economy, education, 
crime and the environment, He also is 
expected to renew his call for a cam- 
paign against teen pregnancy a 
crusade he promised in last year’s 
address. 

On the budget, the president will 
argue that Congress and the White 
House should put aside their disputes 
and lock in a deal with what the 
administration claims are $740 billion 
in agreed-upon savings. 

Clinton’s focus away from the titan- 
ic budget struggle is, of course, dictat- 
ed by political reality. 

If there were a budget agreement, it 
would be the centerpiece of his 
speech, and he would celebrate it as a 
historic achievement.
